Garnett, a prominent physician of: this city, 
while on a recent trip south, visited Jefferson 
Davis, with whom he has hed a Jong -and in- 


which the views ot the ex-confederate presi- 
dent are given upon the political situation and 
other matters. Dr. Garnett says: 

“In the course of our conversation during the 
day Mr. Davis alluded to the political condition 
of the country by saying that he knew nothing of 
the present executive and that he had not yet 
ag peng far enough with his administration 

or bim to form an opinion of it. He seemed sstis- 
fied with the members of cabinet selected. from 
the south, but not disposed,I thought,to entertain 
very hopeful view of our future, as he said tha- 
the respect, love and veneration for the constitus 
tion, which animated the citizent 
of the United States before the 
war, had now departed from our people, and that 
the system of government erected by our fore- 
fathers existed only in name; that there were el- 
ements of disintegration and disruption at work 
in our midst which could only be restrained and 
held in check by force; that the underlying and 
fundamental principles upon which our system 
of government was erected and upon which the 
constitution asit was before the war rested are 
fastly becoming absolutely forgotten by old men 
an never learned by young; that 
under the rule of republicanism during the war, 
and subsequent to it the constitution was made a 
rope ofsand, andthat whilst this party of so- 
called liberal ideas was proclaiming universal 
freedom and equality on one hand, they were 
tearing down and blotting out the very safeguards 
and defenses which alone, under our form of 
govern ment, could secure it to them.”’ 

Epeaking of Commodore Bullock’s book, which 
discloses the secret history of confederate ageats 
in England during the war for procuring ships, 
the doct@r continued, after a pause: ‘‘Mr. Davis 
exhibited much feeling at what he characterized 


as the duplicity and meanness of the 
English goverament in its conduct to- 
ward the south. Whilst that government 


would permit the United States to purchase and 
take away asmany shipsas it desired, there was 
always some pretext found to prevent the sailing 
of those vessels purchased by any agent or citizen 
of the confederacy, aithough such vessels were 
entirely unarmed. 

Iasked him if it was true that he had author. 
ized aby petition to be presented to the federal 
authorities to have his disabilities removed. He 
replied very emphatically in the negative, and 
added that he had written an open letter to the 
author of that petition calling his attention to 
that fact.

Whe Tories Denounce Gladstone for a Want of Nerve 
--Their Effortato Arouse the Opposition tothe 
Government—Sir Charlies Dilke Stilla 
Bampant BRadical—-Other News. 


Lonvox, May 30.—The liberals seem to be 
satisfied with the Anglo- Russian situation, the 
conservatives, however, appear to be crowing 
over it. It is generally believed among poli- 
ticians that Ruesia has agreed to allow Af- 
gbanistan’s claims to both Zulficar and Maru- 
chak. It does not appear, however, that the 
czar has agreed, even provisionally, to any 
treaty binding him to refrain from further ad- 
vances. Many etfiorts have been made to 
eecure from him such an agreement, and their 
failure tends to strengthen the conviction that 
Russia has simply “‘dickered in order to gain 
time,’’ and that she is determined to coatinue 
her progress southward. The conservatives 
find in this state ofaffairs a subject for denun- 
ciation of Mr. Gladstone’s management of the 
dispute, The tory papers declare that unless 
Russia gives England a guaranty against 
a. further advance southward, cous 
pled with a pledge to respect 
the independence of Afgoanistan therecan be 
no probability of any durable peace. The 
general* public, on the other hand, seems to 
piace the most implicit confidence in Mr. 
Gladstone’s statements that peace is assured. 
Under the prospect held out by this assurance, 
a general and manifest improvement is going 
on in the industries ofthe country. All buiid- 
ing and transportation traders are buoyant. 
Farm iaborers are in demand both at home 
and in the colorffes. Emigrant returos even 
show a perceptible decline, Sir Charles Dilke, 
the troublesome radical member of Glad- 
stone’s cabinet, and the head and front of the 
rebellion against a renewal of the Irish crimes 
act, has not, it appears, been converted by 
Earl Spencer, Irish viceroy. The lord lieu- 
tenant has ipsisted on the renewal of the bill, 
and it is generall ythought his was the main 
influence which induced Gladstone to commit 
the government to a renewal of this policy. 
When Sir Charles Dilke _—redailied 
against the renewal and succeeded in splitting 
the cabinet on the question the premier man- 
aged to have him invited to Dublin to atiend 
the meetings of the commission on housing 
the Irish poor, as ministerial visitor to the 
Irish capital. Sir Charles, as a matter of 
course, became the guest of the viceroy at 
Dublin castle, and the hope was that Earl 
Spencer would beable by showing him the 
Irish situation in some new light to at least 
mitigate his opposition to the government’s 
announced programme on the renewal policy. 
But it seems that Earl Spencer’sa missionary 
work has been in vain and that Sir Charles 
returns to London perfectly intractable. The 
result will undoubtedly be a back downon 
the part of the government, which will prob-

the Cluveriuga Trial Almost Over—The Mys- 
terious Mustache, 

KICHMOND, May 30.—Counsel of both sides 
in the Cluverius trial this morning spent more 
than an hour in conferring over the letters 
found in Lillian Madison’s trunk, which have 
not already been disposed of. An agreement 
was resched that instead of putting the letters 
in evidence it should be put on record that 
the deceased and Emmett Williams, of Bath 
county, wrote to each other letters of a loving 
character between December Ist, 1884, and 
March 5th, 1885; that there was no engage- 
ment of marriage between them, Ror any in- 
tention of such an engagement, that Williams, 
who is but 19 years ofage, thought the cor- 
reepondence was all in fun and believed that 
Miss Madison meant it in the same way, and 
that he was led to believe so from what she 
had said. 

The prosecution then introduced testimony 
in rebuttal of that offered by the defense, prin- 
cipally in relation to the mustache alleged to 
have been worn by the man seen with a woman 
obj the street carand near the reservoir on 
hight of March 13th.

THE COMMITIEE 
AGAINST THE PRESENT SOURCE. 


A Large Committee Meeting and the Matter Very 
Fully Discussed— Resolutions favoring Ano:h- 
6r Source of Supply but Not Specially 
Opposed to a Sale—a Full Report. 


Yesterday the joint committee of forty-seven 
citizens assembled in the council chamber to 
discuss the waterworks question. Nearly ey- 
ery member ofthe committee was present and 
a dozen or 80 prominent citizens were present 
as spectators. The committee was composed 
of the leading men of Atlanta, and the gath- 
ering would have done credit to any city and 
any object. Themen who were there were 
among the wealthiest and most prominent 
citizens of Atlanta. 

Mayor Hillyer called the meeting to order 
and moved that Colonel N. J. Hammond -be 
requested to preside. The motion prevailed 
and Colonel Hammond took the chair. 

Mr. W.S8. Thornton was elected secretary. 

A note was received from Dr. H. H. Tucker 
announcing regrei at his inability to be pres- 
ent. Colonel Richard Peters also sent word 


that he could not serve on the committee. 

On motion of Mr. Sam Inman, Colonel! John 
T. Grant was put on the committee in place of 
Colonel Peters. 

Captain W. D. Ellis suggested that the may- 
or address the committce, and give what light 
he could on the condition of the city treasury, 
the length of time the committee could safely 
give to the consideration of the question, and 
any and all tacts and figures that he could 
give. 


WHAT THE MAYOR SAID. 

. On Mayor Hillyer’s desk was a roll of man- 
uscript and several books on water works, 
When Captain Ellis inquired about the length 
of time in which the committee had to act 
Mayor Hillyer arose and said:

Macon, Ga, Mey 30.—{Special.]—About three | 
weeks ago.Tom Hill, a wealthy Twiggs county 
farmer, was found dead in his house. This oc- 
curred on @ Sunday night about ten o’clock. The 
@ay before Hill came to Macon and received from 
a bank, or {roma warchouse, several thousand 
Gollars, which he carried heme with him. He 
wasean ¢ecentric mav, unmarried, aud lived all 
alone, Hiscook claimed to have discovered his 
death, probably a few moments after it occurred. 
Hill’s death was ascribed to heart disease, and he 
was buried without an Inquest being held. 

After the burial it was Whisperad around that 
several suspicious circumstances suggested that 
Hiili had been murdered, The whispers grew into 
well-defined rumors, and now the people 
pi Twiggs county are seriously discussing the ad- 
vieabllity of exhuming Hill’s body and holdinga 
coroner's inquetrt over it. 

Among the rumors circulated are the following: 

Hill’s cook, a negro woman, said that she passed 
the window of his room ati0on the night of his 
death and saw him lying on the floor dead, She 
informed the neighbors, emong whom were the 
dead man’s brother and nephew. The latter 
wes Hill’s adopted son and inherited his property. 
When an e¢xamination of Hill’s body 
was mnade, it was discovered that his skull had 
been crushed. Some of the persons present 
thought this might have been done by Hill’s sud- 
denly falling to the floor and striking his heai 
against a chair, or{some sharp-pointed instru- 
ment. The position of the body, however, pre- 
yented the acceptance of this theory, No chair, 
noranything else likely to produce the wound, 
was near. 

Another suspicious circumstance was, that a 
much largersum of money was; expected to be 
found on the dead man’s person than was found, 
It was known that he had brought several thou- 
sand dollars from Macon, but only a small sum 
comparatively, was discovered in the house. 

Still another cause of suspicion was the absence 
of a fine gold watch and chain 
whieh Hill always wore. When this 
loss was discovered, Hill’s brother accused the 
cook of stealing the article, and told her that he 
would kill her ifshe did not produce them. She 

hastily left the room, but soon returned, bringing 
the watch and chain. 

Hill’s nephew desired to have an inquest held, 
but it was alterwards decided to be unnecessary.

An Interesting Address by Professor Lynes

Rome, Ga., May 20.—[Special.]—A large audience 
gathered in the chapel of Shorter college last night 
to listen to the address by Professor J. C. Lynes, 
formerlyra member of the faculty of the college 
and a popular citizen of Rome, but who is now 
associate principal of Yorkville, 8. C., academy. 
Professor Lynes’s subject was, ‘Woman to, the 
Front,’ and he handledfit in a masterly manner, 
peing frequently interrupted by applause. 

Professor Lynes paid a beautiful tribute to the 
founder of the college. By the erectionof these 
magnificent buildings he declared that woman was 


in no particular inferior to the s0- 
called “lords of creaticn.” The most 
natural mission of both mat 
and woman is to conserve and foster the highest 
aspirations of the human race. While the speaker 
did not particularly advocate giving the ballot 
to woman, yet it was not on account of his belief 
that she was wanting in that type of mental or- 
ganization known as the judicial mind. He re- 
ferred to Deborah, whose wisdom and justice 
caused her to be madeone of the ruling judges 
of Israel; to Queen Elizabeth and 


ueen Vietdria, whose reigns form two 
the mostsplendidt hs of English history, to 
Olga and Catharine, of Russia, the latter having 
peen called the ‘Russian Aspasia;’’ to Margaret, 
queen of Sweden, styled “" historians the ‘‘semi- 
ramis of the north;’’ to Isabella, of Spain, and 
Maria Theresa, of Austria. It was to the tact and 
devetion of a Jewish queen and law giver that the 
Hebrews. once owed their salvation. Coming 
down to°ourown time and state, the speaker re- 
ferred to the Lester-Felton congressional 
campaign, and said: ‘The most formidable 
adversary in that] campaign was the logical and 
powerfully intellectual wife of the gentleman who 
with ber aid won the race. Like the glorious Ben 
Hill, she*was once an independent, but isnow a 
democrat, whom democrats admire, respect and 
value.” 

The speaker analyzed and answered the objec- 

tion urged against bringing woman tothe front. 
He gave the name of many women in modern 
times, and especially in recent 
years, who have distinguished 
selves in mathematics, astronomy, 
He referred to women as inventors, and quoted a 
writer in the “Scientific American,’’. who says 
‘‘that the inventions of women, in their practical 
character and adaptation of means§to effect a defi- 
nite purpose, fully equal the same number of in- 
venthond made by men.”’ 

To Isis was attributed the invention of bread 
making; Minerva was deemed by the Greeks the 
originator of agriculture and mechanics; the 
Chinese writers accord the invention of spinning 
to Yao, and the discovery and utilization of silk 
to Si-ling-Chi; both were women. 
Gauze was the invention of Pamphile. Other in- 
stances were mentioned.fThe mest remarkable in- 
vention’ofourage,the cotton ginewes its origin to 
Mrs. Catharine Greene, an adopted daughter of 
Georgia. The patent was taken out by Eli Whitney. 
The speaker concluded as follows: 

“The most attractive side of southern affairs to- 
spectacle of these loyal, noble 
southern girls and women crowding every ave- 
nue of the higher education, often 
daughters and wives of illustrious families 
wrecked in the great civil war, beginning life anew 
as teachers in the common schools. Let them 
have their way; there is no danger that they will 
be educated above their sphere. Woman’s whole 
sphere is not before the sewing machine or piano; 
nor Is itin the rear of the baggage train, binding 
up wounds and saying —— All this she can 
and will do eut of the depths of her noble, pure, 
holy and unselfish love, The other and the grander 
half of her sphere is to come to the front in aiding 
man to overcome the opposing forces of nature, in 
making them subservient to human demands and 
in ameliorating the mental and physical suffer- 
ings of the whole humaa family.’’

Returning he talked to Benson and told him 
how mucn better it would be forhim to give 
up the gold, and promised that he should not 
be prosecuted if he would do so, but Benson 
maintained his innocence with prayers and 
tears, and the avengers were outdone. Salt 
and water had been brought to garnish their 
wounds, and half dead with pain the victims 
were remounted and allowed to go home. It 
wasa sad return to a sadder hearthstone. 
During the next few weeks while Benson and 
Dick were being tenderly nursed and were 
slowly recovering,this bold and daring robbery 
was the al] absorbing topic of the country and 
the town. There were not a few who doubted 
Benson’s guilt, and who openly denounced the 
brutal whipping, but the Montague family 
were influential in church and state, and Ben- 
é£0n’s naborhood was almost solid against him. 
They believed in his guilt. As soon as he was 
able to ride in a buggy he went to town with 
bis wife and there sent for the sheriff and paid 
off that mortgage with five hundred dollars in 
gold.

And Dick would re- 
ply: ‘foh, Mas Tom dey will kill me if I dont 
tell sumfin.”” Asa last resort they built up a 
brushheap and laid their victims on it and set 
iton fire. The flames leaped quickly through 
the dry fagots and licked their clothes, and 
next their skin, and they were hastily pulled 
off the heap and their burning garments 
drenched with water, and still they gave no 
sign. This was the last, and the victims were 
still alive. They were kept two more days to 
recover the life that was nearly gone, and then 
during the darkness of the following night 
were returned again to their home, 

Some two months after this the circuit court 
convened in the county town, ani certain 
members of the Montague family attended and 
went before the grand jury. They exhibited 
the patch of sorrel hair and recited the other 
evidences of guilt, and procured a true bill for 
robbery 221 wirglery in the night time. Ben- 
soh and Dick were arrested, and for lack- v4. 
friends were put in jail. In duetime Bonson 
was put on trial.

In the same County, the same year, Mr. E. 
T. Davis prodjeed 9614 bushels of rust-proof 
oats per acre. After the oats were harvested 
he planted the same land in cotton, and in the 
fall gathered S00 pounds of seed cotton. 

Mr. Jobn J. Parker, of the same county, 


produced, in 1874, on one acre,694 14 gallons of 
cane syrup, at a cost of $77.50. The syrup, at 
75 cents’per gallon, the market price, brought 
$520.87—net profit from one acre, $443.37. 

In 1874, Mr. Wiley W. Groover, of Brooks 


_ county (lower Georgia), produced, with two 


horses, on a farm of 126'4 acres, without the 
aid of commercial fertitizers, cotton, corn,oats, 
as, sugar cane and potatoes to the value of 

1288.25, The total cost of production was 
$1,045.00, leaving net — of crop $2,213.- 
25. The stock raised on the farm was not 
counted.

W. Jones made 12 bar- 
rels or 480 gallons of syrup on one acre, and 
paved enough cane for seed. 

In Bulloch county (lower Georgia), 3,500 

ounds of seed cotton were produced by 
Rateual Groover; and in the same county, 21 
barrels of sugar at one time, and 700 gallons of 
syrup at another per acre. 

In clay county, Mr. Hodge prdouced from 
one acre, a few years ago, 4,500 pounds of seed 
cotton. 

Mr. J. R. Respass, of Schley county, (lower 
Georgia), in 1877, by the use of fertilizers, grew 
on five acres of naturally poor land, 15,000 
pounds ot seed cotton, which netted him when 
sold, $66.02 per acre.

and Rarus First Showed His Alfiity te Keep 


' Up With Her. 


From the Buffalo Courier. 


The story of the hippodroming tour of Rarus 
and Goldsmith Maid bas recently been made 
public by John Splan. As the driver and horses 
@re well known to the horsemen of Buffalo, we 
give the story infull: “Rarus joined Goldsmith 
Maid in a hippodromirg tour through California 
in 1877, their first exhibition being given at San 
Jose, where the Maid won in 2:22, 2:16%%, 2:18% 
By his races with other horses in California Splan 
had discovered that Rarus was improving in speed 
all the time, and had little doubt of his ability to 
beat Goldsmith Maid if the matter ever came toa 
test. But the races between these horses through 
California were advertised as exhibitions, and it 
was understood that Rarus would make no at- 


tempt to beat the Maid because he wasstill eligible 

to the 2:21 class,and it would be bad policy to 
ive him a faster record when there was nothing 
ut glory to be gained by it. 

‘From San Jose the horses went to Chico, where 
they were toopen a new track. The people of 
Chico were very proud of their enterprise, aud nad 
offered some extra money in case 2:17 was beaten. 
There were plenty of betting men in Chico at that 
time, and in addition to these hundreds of miners 
came from all parts of the country to see Gol- 
smith Maid trot, and all of them were willing to 
bet their last doilar that 2:17 would not be beaten. 
Andy Danie’s, who will be remembered as an old- 
time driver and sporting man, was in California at 
that time,and had gone along with Splan to Chico, 
Budd Doble, who was driving the Maid, having 
been detained at San Francisco by sickness, but it 
was arranged that he should come in time to drive 
ibe mare. 

‘‘After the horses had been in Chicoforaday or 
two Daniels said toSpian: ‘These people want to 
bet some money On your race.’ 

“*What do they want to bet?’ asked Splan, 

‘““*That 2:17 won’t be beaten in the race.’ 

“That looked to me,’ said Splan, in telling the 
story, ‘like finding the money, and I told Andy to 
start in and never stop betting as long as his 
money held out. He went out among the betting 
men, and the day before the race reported that he 
had bet $2,800 even that 2:17 would be beaten.’ 

“ ‘The next worning Doble came down from 
Sen Francisco, and we told him that we had piled 
all our money on time and considered him in with 


it. 

“Well, Bcdd hemmed and hawed a little, talkea 
about the track being a new one, and ratner inti- 
matcd that we had thrown our money away, but 
he tcok one-third of the game, although I could 
see he was not particulariy charmed with the pros- 
pect. Thenext dey be went out to trot. The 
weather was warm and piexsant, and I knew my 
horse could go well. Budd andI had some little 
talk about beating 2:17, but he was still in doubt. 
‘You can have just twochantves to win it for us,’ 
said I to him, ‘and if yon fail just say good-bye to 
me when the word for the third heat is given, and 
I will show you atrotter.’ So Budd cheered up a 
little, and said he would shove the old mare along 
as fast es possible. Well, we trotted the first heat, 
but 2:19) was the best the Maid could do. When 
the time was hung out Budd looked sober han 
ever, and eyen Andy Daniels wore asubQued 
aspect. You see, they both saw it was a case of life 
and death, thirfking that if Goldsmith Maid could 
not trot a milein 2:17 there was no use in any 
other horse trying. 

“When they came up for the second heat the 
Maid was going strovg and fast, with Rarus about 
a length behind. I nodded for the word, the 
judges gave it; and away we went.. Raruskeptthe 
same distance behind the mare that he was at the 
Start, and when we began to go down the back- 
stretch I saw that it wauld be quite a heat. The 
homestretch at Chicois over a quarter of a mile 
jong. and as we swung into ft the Maid gave a 
wabble or two and was evidently gétting ready for 
a break. When she finally went into the air I sent 
Rarus right up to her. 

***Hit hera crack,’ said I to Budd. 

“So he let her have the whip, and she gave a 
juup of vvro that we? sc t’e @ deer look sick. 

‘Then he caught her and we came homs « flying, 
the mare beating Rarus out by a nose. ae 

‘‘When Budd got out oj the sulky he said to me:

er life,’ I said, for Rarus showed. me that he was 
going well, and when that horse got ina hurry it 
was safe to wager that there would be a race.

INDUSTRIAL TRAINING 

In nearly every city the subject of training 
ihe bands, as well as the head, in the scools, 
is attrecting attention. In Pailad-iphia 
manual training and industrial art schools 
ere to hereafter be a part of the public school 
system. The daily sessions of these scaools 
are to be of five hours each, beginning at ¥ 
o'clock in the mornivg. Two hours are to be 
devoted io study and recitation, one hour to 
drawing and two hoursto shop work. The 
last pamed will include carpeniry and join- 
ery, wood-carying, wood-turning, pattern- 
mekine, forgipg, welding, tempering, solder- 
ing, brezing, molding, casting, benchwork 
and titting, turning, drilling, planing, screw- 
fitting; thepstudy of the steam engine, in- 
cluding proper management and care of 
engines and boilers, stonework and machin- 
ery. Instruction will also be given in the 
properties ci materials, such as wood, iron, 
brass, clays, stone, wool and cotton. Tae 
studies of the first two hours will be similar 
to those in the high school, and the manual! 
training school becomes a high scnooi to 
those boys over 14 years of age, who are for- 
tunate enough to be admitted to it from the 
grammar grade. Each grammar school caa 
send to the manual training school a limited 
number, and pupils are afterwards admitted 
as vacancies occur. Prompt attendance is 
secured by making absence without! cause 

rom two consecutive session’s work a for- 
feiture of the offender’s seat in the manua! 
training school. Heis then doomed to return 
to the grammar school or the high se“¥0* 


In New York city the Ce+-vile protectory 
stands at the head c* training schools, both 


in the numh-~« Of industries taught and ia 
¢h- ws Tee Of excellence attained. The boys 
in this institution are taught printing, elec- 
trotyping, chair-caning, silk-weaving, shoe- 
meking, tailoring, stocking knittimg, agricul- 
ture and carpentry, whiie the girls are 
instructed in plain sewing, dressmaking, 
embroidery, kid giove making, cooking, 
laundry and heusework. The pupils are 
prepared, while receiving instruction in the 
usual English branches, for the calling by 
which they intend to earn a supportthrough 
Wihet more useful or practical work 
could an ingtitution be engaged in, be it 
religious or secular, Protestant or Catholic’ 

The southern states are turning in part 
from sgriculture to mechanical employs 
ments, and there is noother section which 
so much needs industrial training. Our boys 
have no shops asarule io go to, and the jew 
who gain admission to the shops are uot 
properly instructed in the é!ementary prin- 
cipies Gfa trade. And when we turn to the 
co'ored peopie, “let us,’ says the Louisville 
Cummercial, ‘calla halt in the preparation 
for higher education. Butid common school 
houses:- teach the elementary branc es, aud 
teach them thoroughly. Organize industrial 
sci vols and let the children go to them from 
the common schools, and there leara to be 
good cooks and house servanis, aud to do 
well ierm end mechanical work, The race 
must be coutent to do the coarser part, to 
bear the heayy burdens, for years t2 come.” 
But should not every public school for col- 
ored children bein parta manual trainiag 
school? Are notsuch schools peculiarly well 
adapted to the present condition of the col- 
ored race’ It seems to us that on this account 
alone the south should accep: early and fully 
the new moyement that looks tothe training 
ofthe bands witha view to after occupa- 
There is a great deal in it for the de- 
veiopment of the south. 
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DECORATING THE F@DERAL GRAVES. 

A large company of gentlemen and ladies, 
composed mainly of the northern residents 
of Atlanta, went to Marietta yesterday for 
the purpose of participating in the ceremo- 
nies of decoration day at the national ceme- 
tery. The custom of decorating the graves 
of the soldiers with flowers is of southern 
Origin, and it is natural that the feelings that 
such @ custom is intended to perpetuate 
should have the cordial sympathy of the 
southern people. 

There was a time, directly after the war, 
whenthe memorial ceremonies in which the 
south engaged on ithe 26:h of April of each 
year were harshly criticised by the blood- 
thirsty organs of republicanism, but the fast 
that there was active and practical sympathy 
with the motives of the southern people was 
demonstrated when the north itself adopted 
the custom of decorating the graves of the 
cnion soldiers with flowers.

A TRAIN LOAD OF BERRIES. 

Day before yesterday a train of five cars, 
loaded to their utmost capacity with straw- 
berries, rolled out of the depot at Cnatia- 
nooga, on fast schedule for Cincinnati, it 
is likely that this berry train will be ran 
daily, or certainly every other day. Each 
train carries 50,000 quarts of berries, and nets 
the shippers perhaps $2,000. Already 600,000 
quarts have been shipped from Chattanooga, 

There is no reason why this train shoald 
not be run out of Atlanta. The season is at 
least ten days earlier here than in Chatta- 
nooga, and ten days is everything in the 
berry market. There are now in cultivation 
in Fulten county about 120 acres in straw- 
berries, yielding this year about 200,000 
quarts. This acreage fully supplies the city 
market, but could be indefinitely extended 
if there wag # berry train tothe great mar- 
kets, giving swift and cheap transportation. 
The trouble with our Falton county growers 
is, that they have no erganization. Without 
this they cannot command the attention oi 
ihe railroads, snd secure the facilities they 
need. 

On yesterday Colonel B&B. J. Wilson, Dr. 
Hape, Mr. Toon and a few other members of 
the old Pomological society, met for the pur- 
pose of permanently reorganizing that an- 
cient and useful body. They have calied a 
meeting for next Saturday at the state agri- 
cultural department, at which itis hoped 
every fruit-growerin and around Atlanta, 
end others interested, will bs present. There 
are many reasons why this organization 
should be made compac: and effective. Fal- 
ton county is rapidly becoming a garden and 
orchard. Onrlandsare admirably adapted 
for fruit culture, and are ioo0 costly for cruder 
agriculiure. Wiih fast freights and cheap 
transportatior, which can be secured when 
our fruit- growers organize as they have done 
in Florida, south Geo gia, in Chattanooge 
and elsewhere, we can find msrkets for all 
we can grow. 

There are other reqeons 
should have the suppsri ui our people. We 
will have, ina few days, an ovegwhelming 
peach crop on us. While our peaches would 
commend fabulous prices in distant markets 
ifthey could betransported, thousands of 
bushels will rot on the trees for lack of trans- 
portation. The growers, by coming together, 
could provide means for drying or evaporai- 
ing this crop, and thereby saving the surpins, 
We have every year bushels of grapes ‘*44t 
would make the best of wine, Tot ou the 
vines, a 


Under the anewsces Of our society a 
wine ~~=21~-y could be formed that would 
use the surplus of our vineyards, so that it 
would pay the growers a profit. 

In no business can anything be accomplish: 
ed without organization and co-operation, 
Least of all can it be donein a business so 
dependent as fruit-growing. The problem 
of how to dispose of our fruit crops is a grave 
one. Its successful solution will enrich hun- 
dreds of growers. ‘We believe the pomolog 
ical society, if it commands the support it 
should have, can solve this problem, and 
solve it quickly. Let every one interesied in 
ihe matter be present at next Saturday’s 
meeting.

SHEOL: 

The old English hell in the New Testament 
revision bas become ‘‘hades,’’ and in tue Old 
Testament revision itis rejected aliogether, 
and the Hebrew word ‘‘sheol’’ is tendered us 
instead. The revisers would aholish the 
English word hell altogether. Thegs learned 
Greek and Hebrew scholars, drawi from all! 
the churches ofthe reformation, substantially 
tell us that ibe Milionian hell is a myth; 
that the hell of both the Old and the Néw 
Testament is merely the place of departed 
spirits, both good and bad. The scholars 
may be right when they say heli in its 
original meaning—the meaning of three or 
four centuries ago—did not involve the id 
of torment, but how ssalithbe Enyzlish mind 
at least be divested of the belief that it is the 
abode of the wicked, of the outcasts of 
Heaven? The scholars may consent, but 
the English speaking public will not in this 
generation. 

The truth is the revisers must hive 
cognized the fact that hell, in the popular 
mind, means the abode of the wicked, the 
home of the evil one, the place of everlasting 
torment and fire and brimstone; andas the 
word, with this meaning isimbecded in eur. lit- 
erature from the earliest times down throuch 
Shakspeare and Milton, they decided to vo 
outside of it to express the meaning of the 
inspired writers. They could not retain the 
word and express the trath, and so in thie 
New Testament version they adopted a word 
with -no definite meaning in the popular 
mind, and when they took up the Old Tes‘a- 
ment they confessed they could find no 
equivalent of the Hebrew ward, and so it 
isto be eheol, 

While neither sheol nor hades necessarily 
means a place of torment—simpty the place 
of departed spirits—yet we are uot justified 
in saying thereis no hell. The Greeks all 
believed there were many hells in hades, 
and there may be helisinsheol. Itdoeyno’, 
therefore, necessari'y follow that all theol- 
ogy must be revire*, because the great bib- 
liophiles bave abolished the English he!l. 
When seventy learned men practically confess 
that the word ‘‘sheoi’’ cannot be tarned into 
English without serious danger of changing i's 
meaning, it of cotrss becomes impossible to 
say,in English, just what the word does 
mean. Where the theologians have failed 
we shail not venture in.

A NEWLY DEVELOPED SECTION. 


What the Marietta and North Georgia Road 
is Doing for the State, 

It is. seldom that the building of a railroad im- 
proves the section through which it passes to such 
an extent as hasthe Mariettaand North Geargia 
railroad developed the resources of the counties of 
northeast Georgia, through which it passet.

The rolling 
stock is in first-class condition in every respect, 
and has been added to within the last week by the 
purchase of two new extension front Baldwin lo- 
comotives. Oneisa thirty-five ton, for freight 
work; the othera twenty-seven ton, for the fast 
express. Also two new passenger coaches and one 
combination car for mail, express and baggage 
and twenty new rs cars. Thussupplemen 
the roliing stock will be ample for along time at 
least for the ever increasing  ‘*busi- 
ness of the _ road. The passenger en- 
gines are bright with brass trimmings and the 
coaches. are painted a bright ‘carmine, which 
a beautiful a train as any that runs in the 
state.
